About 8 o'clock, tbe meeting was ctll-' 


cd to order by Mayor Cross. Byron Kilboarn 
was called to tbe Chair. After the election of 
a Secretary and a number of Vice Prenidents, 
the Chairman stated tbe object of the meeting. 
He tben related tbe case of Bath ford TI. Bur- 
stow. There are throe branches, in which tbe 
power* of Government are vested—the Legis- 
lative, tbe Executive, and the Judiciary That 
Bash ford endeavored to array 
one branch 


against the other. That if the Bash ford par- 
ty believed Bantow Lad been declared Gover- 


nor, through fraud, they should have proceeded 
against the Board of Canvassers, and, they he- 
ing declared guilty of fraudulent proceedings, 
the Certificate of Election would be void. He 
had paid but little attontion to tbe suit; be was 
convinced, however, that it there wan usurpa- 
tion on the part of any branch of the Govern- 
ment, it was on tbe pirt of tbe Supreme Court. 


Mr. Arnold, being loudly called for, utepped 


on the platform. TbI* case, he (aid, wa* of the 
utmost importance to tbe people of this State. 
This would be more apparent as'he proceeded. 
He believed tbe great mass of the people were 
ignorant of tbe points discussed before our Su- 
preme Court, at Madison. He then went into 
* statement of tbe ei.se; thought Baretow was 
not obliged to wpim.i *. ».h«Writ of Quo War- 
ranto, but, out of courtesy, he did «o, iu <,ri« 
if possible, to convince the Supreme Court 
that it had no jurisdiction in the case—it being 
but one of the three branches of our Govern- 
ment. But tbe Court bad, their arguments to 
the contrary notwithstanding, decided against 
them. There were no arguments in the deci- 
sion, which might be reduced to two point* 
—viz : 1—" We think diflerently " ; 2—" We 
can not so view it." 
Aft'jr their defeat, they 


proceeded to show that Barctow had received 
the Certificate of Election. 
The Court admit- 


ted that they could not act against the Canva*- 
sers, and that they mimt act against the officer. 
Mr. Arnold thought theirjurisdiction might ox- 
tend to subordinate officer*, but not to tbe Ex- 
ecutive. It wat laid tbat the Board of Canvas- 
sers may be corrupt, or belong to on» political 
party. May not three Judges be corrupt, or 
belong to one political party 1 Then, all canes 
of fact* were tried by jury; but may not they 
belong to one political party as well a* the Can- 
vasser* or Judges 1 He thought that a trial by 
Jury wa* ae uncertain as a decision of the Can- 
vassers. 


It was said, if Baretow is in the right, why 


doe* he not come out boldly before the Supreme 
Court J Mr. Arnold thought it would be wrong 
for Mr. Baratow to do so. That be could not 
do so without admitting the jurisdiction of the 
Court, in tbe case. Aud be had no right to 
tamper witb the loverelgnty ve*ted in him, by 
tbe people. 


Thus tbe ease stoo.l. A rule wa* imposed 


upon 
thorn, 
summoning them 
to appear 


and plead before tbe Court, witbin four days, 
which time expired on Saturday last. The al- 
ternative now presented Mr. Barstow, wa*—to 
acknowledge the jurisdiction, and submit to tbe 
decision of the Supreme Court; or, plant him- 
self upon bia dignity a* the Executive. Mr. 
Baritow was tben informed by them that, as

Mr. Arnold then referred to the caucus beld

That 
It would be deemed a bold step. That there 
was a uort of superstitious veneration for tbe 
decision of a Supremo Court, though the judge* 
may be great asses. That the opinion! of tbe 
ablest Lawyer* ia the land would not be looked 
upon witb a* much veneration a* the decision* of 
the most ignorant Judge*. The action of the 
caucus wa* cool and deliberate ; there was not 
a dissenting voioe, and resolution* of the strong- 
est kind were unanimously adopted.
